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To Ask Permission [Two More Candidates Take Out Papers 


to Purchase Plow 


BPW Renting Sidewalk Plow— 
Tree Warden Asks for Sec- 
ond Hand Car 


The Board of Public Works will ask 
permission at town meeting to spend 
$1729 of its regular appropriations for a 
sidewalk snow plow which is at present 
being rented until town meeting. The 
renting arrangement was suggested by 
Theodore Waddell, director of accounts 
in the division of corporations and taxa- 
tion, who stated that the Board would 
not buy such a piece of equipment without 
specific authorization from the town. 

The Board had originally intended to 
make the purchase early in the year but 
the bill was held up by the town ac- 
countant who was later supported by the 
state auditors examining the town books 
and by Mr. Waddell. A similar situation 
had occurred several years ago in connec- 
tion with the purchase of a tractor by the 
Board. 

Superintendent Charles T. Gilliard 
states that the plow will save the town 
considerable money. It will plow through 
two feet of snow. Last year in some of the 
heavy snowstorms which necessitated the 
hiring of men for hand-shovelling of 
walks this machine would have saved 
$3,000 to $4,000, the Superintendent 
states. 

The large combination scraper, scarifier 
and plow is still being rented by the town. 

The tree warden has filed an article 
asking for a second hand truck to cost 
$400, 

Another article asks that the name of 
Hillside avenue in Shawsheen village off 
Haverhill street be changed to Fleming 
avenue, 

Disposal of Schools

His entrance makes the race a toss- 
up entirely. 


John M. Erving, who ran last year for 
school committee and came about 200 
votes from the winning candidates, again 
entered the field this week. He also is a 
member of the cemetery trustees. The re- 
election of Herbert P. Carter is generally 
conceded, and it is difficult to say whether 
Mr. Erving will draw votes from Mr. 
Doherty or Dr. Stowers. Winthrop R. 
Newman is again a candidate. 


The treasurer, tax collector and some of 
the minor offices will also probably prove 
no contest since only the incumbents 
have taken out papers. There is one non- 
office-holding candidate for Board of 
Public Works.

Librarian Reports Another Record Year 


Abnormal use of the library for the 
fourth consecutive year was reported by 
Miss Edna Brown, librarian, in her annual 
report to the trustees. Miss Brown stated 
that 83,776 volumes were issued; 726 
more than in 1935. Increased employment 
has lessened the use of the reading-room, 
but many borrowers were gained during 
the depression years who have stayed 
with the library. 

A total of 1861 volumes have been 
added to the library, with special atten- 
tion being paid to rounding out the junior 
room collection to meet the demands 
made by changes in the school system. 
The use of the junior room has increased 
tremendously, the 1936 circulation being 
20,605, a gain of 3,546 over 1935. This 
extra work, caused mainly by the addition 
of the ninth grade to junior high school 
users, required the employment of Miss 
Dorothy Ruhl as a regular staff member. 
‘*At times,”’ Miss Brown reports, ‘the 
place resembles a subway car at the rush 


hour—standing room only.” 


Eighteen books were lost during the 
flood, having been borrowed by persons 
who were to find themselves inundated 
before the books returned. Only one 
expensive book was lost. No charge was 
made for these books. 


During the past year, Miss Brown 
reports, the Ballardvale branch, which 
started with 698 books in 1913, was able 
for the first time to get along without any 
books lent from the main library. The 
Vale branch now houses 3200 books of 
which 141 were added last year. 


In concluding her report, Miss Brown 
mentioned that the Division of Public 
Libraries of the State Department of 
Education had rated Andover second 
only to Concord in library excellence. 
Andover’s population group contained 
38 towns. The rating was based on trus- 
tees, education of library employees, 
administration, work 
with children, reference work, income, 


choice of books, 


circulation, ete. 


Quota Exceeded 


Over $2600 Had Been Collected 
Up to Last Night, $1000 
Over Town’s Quota 


A total of $2614.02 had been raised by 
the local Red Cross last night to bring the 
total better than $1,000 over the quota 
set for the town. The drive is still being 
carried on in an endeavor to raise as 
much as possible for the flood sufferers, 
since Washington officials have stated 
they can use all they receive. 

The demands for aid, food, medicine, 
and funds for rehabilitation are still in- 
creasing, and it is felt that possibly there 
may be an increase in the Andover quota. 

Large gifts in this drive were few, the 
response being more generally spread out 
than it has in any other such drive, 
possibly because the 1986 flood here was a 
close enough reminder to make everybody 
realize how serious a catastrophe a flood 
can be. 


The boys of Phillips academy con- 
ducted a special collection which realized 
a total of $291, three times what was 
expected.

Dame Rumor’s Part in Andover’s Elections Has Never 
Been a Very Cred:table One 


On next Thursday evening at five 
those aspiring for a town elective 
office will have their last opportunity 
to file papers for nomination, and 
after that hour the real election cam- 
paign will begin. Present indications 
are that the competition will be keen 
only in the school board contest and 
in the tree warden free-for-all, and 
for that reason there will probably be 
far less bitter feeling on the part of 
candidates and citizens alike in the 
pre-election days than there has been 
for the past few years. 


Andover prides itself on its clean 
politics, but there have been times 
within the past few years when that 
cleanness has been only on the sur- 
face. True there’s no buying of votes 
here, no tricky machine politics, but 
there has been a rather unfortunate 
tendency on the part of the public to 
start rumors and to see that once 
started they enjoyed a_ healthy 
growth. Some of the things that have 
been said are positively ludicrous; 
two former candidates have not yet 
gotten over the surprise they had 
last year when they woke up on 
election morning to find that in 
Dame Rumor’s eyes they had passed 
away during the night! 

That one feature has been the 
reason for many of our best citizens’ 
refraining from running for public 
office, citizens who would be a credit 
to the town in office. No one likes to 
have his name drawn through the 
mud, and even if it is all done under 
cover it is mud nevertheless. In our 
neighboring city of Lawrence they 
think nothing of getting up on the 
stump and lambasting their op- 
ponents verbally, or publishing ar- 
ticles that border on libel. Andover 
has very carefully steered away from 
that unfortunate situation, but still 
there is no cause for praising our- 
selves as long as we continue to pass 
along rumors that we know down in 
our heart are probably not true. 


In March let us choose our town 
officials on one basis alone: fitness to 
hold public office. If so-and-so has 
said something about a candidate, 
let’s not swallow it all hook, line, and 
sinker; let’s go to the bottom of it and 
find out the real truth, and then go to 
the polls determined to vote for the 
man who seems most likely to serve 
the public well. 


Fine Work 


Congratulations to Andover’s chap- 
ter of the Red Cross for the excellent 
work it has done in collecting funds, 
food and clothing for the sufferers in 
the Middle West flood area. To be 
given a quota of $320 and then to 
find in the course of a few days that 
the quota has risen five-fold to $1600 
presents a rather difficult task, but 
Andover’s Chapter went right ahead 
and raised at least 60 percent more 
than its quota. The Red Cross 
officers deserve much credit for their 
work, and the townspeople too de- 
serve thanks for their excellent 
response to the drive.

The death of Miss Anna Chase will 
be a source of sincere regret to the 
many pupils who have studied under 
her since she started teaching school 
here at the age of 17 back in 1886.

Jumps by Half 


Close to a fifty percent increase in the 
town’s cash balance at the end of 1936 
over 1935 is reported by the town treas- 
urer, Thaxter Eaton, in his annual report. 
The cash balance on December $1, 1936, 
was $107,221.72 as compared to $72,421.- 
65 at the beginning of the year. 

Disbursements, the treasurer reports, 
were three percent larger than in 1935 
and involved the issuance of 11,790 
checks, or over twice as many as in 1930. 
Receipts were $50,000 higher, with pay- 
ments only $20,000 higher.

Crime Goes Down, 


Drunkenness Up 


Crime down slightly, drunkenness up 
markedly is the substance of Chief of 
Police George A. Dane’s annual report. 
A total of 299 arrests were made in 1985 
as compared to 291 in 1986. Male arrests 
dropped from 297 to 285 and female 
jumped from two to six. 

The number of complaints investigated 
dropped from 516 to 468. Automobile 
accidents remained about constant, drop- 
ping from 120 to 119. There were three 
more automobiles stolen, nine more re- 
covered in 1936. Breaks dropped off from 
42 to 22, and the number of children lost 
increased from 11 to 18. 

Simple drunk cases rose from 77 to 96, 
and operating under the influence from 
16 to 34. Automobile violations however 
dropped from 168 to 88. Fines dropped 
from 148 to 122, and in dollars from $3184 
to $2758.

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Parents—please do not allow your 
children to read this article because it 
would be terrible for them to know that 
one of the school committee at one time 
played hookey ; 

Maybe there’s more than one: we don’t 
know about the others, but we do know 
that a young man named Arthur Lewis 
once preferred to see a World Series game 
to attending classes at Punchard, and he 
acted on that preference. Of course Alvah 
Wright had a little something to do with 
the affair, for it was he who dangled the 
tempting bait before the eyes of the young 
man Whose interest in baseball had earned 
him the nickname of ** Duffy”’ Lewis after 
the Red Sox star of the same name who 
used to back up the banking in Fenway 
park to catch impossible flies. Arthur 
used to walk down from way up Salem 
street to school, in the days before the 
transportation item began to have such a 
large effect on the tax rate, and this par- 
ticular day he met Mr. Wright, who hav- 
ing transported some pupils to school via 
barge and made arrangements for the 
evening transportation homeward again, 
was bound for the ball park where the 
Giants and the Red Sox were battling 
for the pennant. His suggestion Arthur 
couldn’t resist, and they took the elec- 
tries to Reading, having missed the train 
here. With two minutes to go on reaching 
Reading they dashed from the square to 
the station, with Arthur managing to hop 
aboard the first car as it started and 
Alvah just barely catching the rear car. 
Fortunately they just had on their sum- 
mer suits and they could run faster. 


Unfortunately however summer suits 
on cold October days fail miserably to 
hold out the cold in a ball park, and so the 
pair stuffed newspapers inside their coats 
to keep warm. Then they proceeded to 
watch Joe Wood get knocked out of the 
box in the second inning, but even that 
did not spoil the afternoon for after all 
Duffy Lewis was out at left field, Tris 
Speaker in center and Harry Hooper in 
right. 

Wait a minute, parents; maybe you’d 

» better let the children read this after all. 
There’s a moral to it. Arthur went home 
that night, and the next morning he had 
the mumps! When he finally returned to 
school, Mr. Hamblin told him he thought 
he'd been punished enough. Maybe he 
knew Arthur would be a school commit- 
feeman some day. 


Arthur was born in Weston on March 
» 13, 1895, and resided in several other 
H places before coming to Andover on 
© Patriots’ day of 1910. He entered Punch-

ard that fall, and had an active career 
there. He was president of the class for his 
last two years, twice manager of the foot- 
ball team and twice of the baseball team. 
That was in the days of Ev Collins, Har- 
old Cates, Lester Towne, etc., players 
who provided one of the brightest spots in 
the high school’s athletic history. All 
Arthur had to do was raise the money. 


At graduation he was an honor essayist, 
and in his final year he won the Gold- 
smiths, the Barnards and a prize for all- 
round excellence. 

He worked for various farms for a 
while, and then one day he saw an ad in 
the Townsman for a laundry truck driver 
at the Andover Steam laundry when 
W. H. Gibson was at the helm down there. 
He answered the ad and worked for two 
or three months, and then enlisted in the 
army air service. 

Since the war Arthur hasn’t ridden in a 
single ‘plane, partly because they’re too 
expensive, partly because he’s done about 
everything there is to do, turning upside 
down, inside out, looping, ete. He had 
several hundred hours flying, distance 
about 12,000 miles, with a maximum alti- 
tude of two miles. The largest part of the 
time he was in Texas where he served at 
various flying fields as instructor. He was 
made a second lieutenant on January 22, 
1918. 


On March 13, 1918, he had his ‘‘first 
joy-ride,”’ the first flight in an airplane, 23 
years to the day after his first flight with a 
stork. 

Returning to Andover he again went to 
the laundry and has worked there ever 
since, being now in charge of the trucks, 
delivery, ete. 

Arthur in his high school days was 
active in the Christian Endeavor, at one 
time being president of the Andover C. EF. 
Union. He attended the South church for 
some time, there meeting a young lady 
named Sarah L. Cole, sister of Arthur W. 
Cole, and she later became Mrs. Arthur 
Lewis on January 5, 1919. The couple 
lived at 75 Central street for five years, 
moving to West Parish 13 years ago. Mrs. 
Lewis, so Arthur says, was once adjutant 
of the Legion, Arthur bearing the title 
and Mrs. Lewis doing the work. He was 
a charter member of the local post and is 
also a member of St. Matthew’s lodge. 

He joined the Grange while a senior in 
high school, and he’s filled every office the 
Grange has had to offer from the bottom 
to the top. In 1933 and 1984 he was

Miss Anna Chase, who for nearly a half 
century taught in Andover schools, 
passed away late Wednesday night at the 
Andover Convalescent home after a long 
illness. In May of 1934 she had retired 
from her work as a teacher of history in 
Stowe Junior high after having undergone 
an operation, and it was a recurrence of 
that illness that brought on her death. 
| Miss Chase was born July 16, 1868, in 
West Parish, the daughter of Seth and 
Mary (Spellman) Chase. She attended 
Salem Normal school, and began her 
teaching career in Andover in 1886 at the 
age of 17. For a while she was principal of 
the primary school and her career in this 
position was so successful that she was 
named principal of the central grammar 
school. It was through her influence that 
these two schools were given their present 
names, John Dove in the one case and 
Stowe in the other. For about four years 
prior to 1921 she taught at Briggs-Allen 
private school. On May 2, 1922, she was 
elected to the Stowe Junior high as 


teacher of history, and that position she 
held until May, 1934, when she retired. 
For 48 years she taught in Andover 
schools, with the exception of a time while 
her mother was ill. A brilliant woman,
